Unity of Invention-not restriction practice is applicable in 35 USC 371 
applications. The common link between the groups is a blend of a thermoplastic 
polymer with particulate polymer. This common link does not qualify as a "common 
special technical feature" because the blend does not define a contribution over the 
prior art. (i.e., is not patentable). See MPEP 1893.03(d) and Annex B part 1 (c) (ii) of 
the PCT Administrative instructions. US 3345434 clearly shows the common link is not 
patentable.
